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It s not justice, says 
dad of crash victim

THE father of a man 
killed in a collision 
with a lorry has hit 
out at the sentence 
imposed on the 
Spanish trucker res¬ 
ponsible. 

Leighton King, 26, of 
Soham, died when his 
Ford Escort van was 
involved in the smash on 
the A142 near Stuntney 
in the early hours of 
January 15. 

Jose-Louis Miron-Romancho, 
38, from Granada, appeared at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
on Friday and admitted driving 
without due care and attention. 
He was banned from driving in 
the UK for 12 months. 

Leighton’s father Tony, 
speaking after the hearing, 
said: “We are devastated that 
the Crown Prosecution Service 
went with these charges, rather 
than ‘causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving’. We don’t feel that 
justice has been done for our 
son today” 

Mr King, of Waterside, 
Isleham, added: “We are left 
picking up the pieces of our 
lives while our son hasn’t even 
got the chance for life.” 

Miron-Romancho admitted to 
police he had turned on to the 
wrong side of the A142 Soham

The trucker said he was 
driving on the left as he 
approached the A142 and 
slowed down to make a right 
turn to Soham. He turned into 
the road - but on to the wrong 
side. 

In a statement he said: “It 
was just by instinct because we 
Spaniards drive on the right. 
Whoever has driven in other 
countries would understand 
what I mean.” 

He said the mistake was a 
result of “his subconscious 
mind taking over”. 

James Dignan, mitigating, 
said: “When one is driving in a 
country where driving is on the 
other side of the road these 
sorts of things often happen. 

“Mr Miron-Romancho is an 
experienced long-distance 


lorry driver and has worked 
with his present employer for 
about two-and-a-half years. 

“He is highly regarded by 
them and will continue to be 
employed by them.” 

Magistrates also ordered 
Miron-Romancho to pay £2,135 
towards court costs. 

■ Driving without due care and 
attention, or careless driving, 
does not carry a custodial 
penalty and a new charge of 
causing death by careless 
driving, which would carry a 
maximum five-year prison 
term, is yet to come into effect.

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Staying positive when 
your world is in pieces

m ■ «HEIR big day 
f I iwas just three 
weeks away For 
more than a year, 
-M- Emma and Paul 
Robinson had been 
planning their dream 
wedding: a sunlit 
ceremony in Greece, 
surrounded by family and 
friends. 

Then, in a matter of moments, 
their dream turned into a 
nightmare. Aged just 33, Paul 
was diagnosed with cancer and 
was given 12 months to live. 

“That’s such a scary horrible, 
final thought,” says Paul. 
“Someone had just told me I’d got 
12 months... What that meant is 
our whole life could disappear, 
just like that.” 

Paul was put straight on to a 
course of aggressive 
chemotherapy and, as a result, 
the wedding had to be cancelled - 
at the very last minute. 

“It was heartbreaking,” admits 
Emma: “All our planning went 
straight out of the window. I felt 
cheated, to be honest. I thought: 
‘Why can’t I have the wedding 
day everyone else can have?”’ 

That was in August last year. 
Since then it has been a real life 
rollercoaster, says Paul. 
“Everything’s changed,” he 
explains: “We love each other, 
we’d got a nice home, just got a 
dog... We had a nice little set-up 
and all we wanted was to get on 
with it. And then our world was 
turned upside down.” 

Paul and Emma, who live in 
Ely have been together eight 
years. Only a few months after 
becoming a couple, Emma and 
Paul decided to pack in their jobs 
and go travelling. 

“We went to Australia,” says 
Paul. “Some of my mates said we 
were mad to go travelling so early 
in our relationship.” 

“It was make or break,” agrees 
Emma. “And it made us, didn’t it?” 

At the end of the trip, Emma 
headed home to Ireland. She said: 
“I only lasted three weeks. I 
realised I couldn’t live without 
him, so I moved to England.” 

When Paul popped the question 
two years ago, while watching the 
sun go down on a Tunisian beach, 
Emma didn’t hesitate in saying 
yes. After seeing friends marry in 
Greece, the couple decided to 
follow suit - not least because 
Emma’s beloved mum Joan 
adored holidaying there. 

“I lost her to cancer three years 
ago,” she said.

“So when I heard the C word 
again, I thought: ‘Oh no, here we 
go’.” 

In the run-up to the wedding, in 
June last year, Paul started to 
suffer agonising bouts of 
heartburn. Working at Stansted 
for BAA at the time he was doing 
a lot of night shifts; one night, the 
heartburn got so bad he decided 
not to go to the airport - but to 
visit the doctor instead. 

The medicine he was 
prescribed didn’t help. And soon, 
as well as the heartburn, Paul was 
crippled with stomach pain too. “I 
was rolling around on the floor,” 
he says. 

Rushed to A&E, doctors 
struggled to make a diagnosis. 
And then a passing consultant, 
overhearing his colleagues’ 
conversation, decided to feel 
Paul’s liver. 

“It was seriously enlarged, 
three times the size it should have 
been,” explains Paul. A biopsy 
revealed he had cancer. 

“In fact the liver was a 
secondary,” he says. 

“And, even now, they still don’t 
know where the primary cancer 
was.” 

To start with, oncologists said 
Paul had a slow-moving form of 


the disease, and he had about 20 
years to live. But then, on closer 
examination, they diagnosed him 
with a rare and fast-acting 
carcinoma - and gave him 12 
months. 

“It was shocking enough to be 
given 20 years,” says the 34-year- 
old. 

“But a week later to be told 12 
months... To this day I don’t 
think I’ve come to terms with it. 

During chemo, Paul’s weight 
plummeted to little over 13st: at 6ft 
4y 2 in, his normal weight is about 
18st. 

He said: “I’ve always been really 
into sports: tennis, squash, 
cycling, running - everything 
going. I actually cycled 4.5 miles to 
my first chemo session, then 4.5 
miles back. 

“Now, on a bad day, I can hardly 
get out of bed; it can take me up to 
three hours. It’s even difficult to 
move my arm. But, although I 
can’t move my body, my brain 
doesn’t slow down... I find it very 
frustrating.” 

Retired on medical grounds, 
Paul was in Addenbrooke’s for 
months. He said: “It runs you into 
the ground. A guy called me over 
in the night and said: ‘I want to 
die.’ I said: ‘You don’t want to die’ 


and I was trying to convince him 
that he had loads to live for... But 
I was feeling pretty low myself; I 
was close to tears. That’s when I 
decided to discharge myself.” 

They both say they could not 
have survived the last eight 
months without the charity 
Wallace Cancer Care, which runs 
a support centre at Addenbrooke’s 
offering everything from diet 
advice to alternative therapies. 
Although initially sceptical about 
the benefits of reiki, reflexology 
and yoga, Paul is now a convert. 

“They helped me to relax and 
stop my mind racing so much. 
Since we have been going there, 
the people at Wallace have become 
part of the family.” 

After a tough day, Emma found 
herself able to talk to the centre’s 
Sue Potts about her feelings - and 
fears. “I had counselling with her 
once a week,” she explains. “I can 
talk to her about the future, the 
what ifs, the things I could talk to 
Paul about but don’t, because I 
don’t want to upset him.” 

Keen to give something back to 
Wallace, Emma, who works at 
Reed in Cambridge, held a 
sponsored jazzercise event to raise 
both awareness and funds for the 
charity With BAA giving £200, 
and Reed promising to match the 
amount she raises, Emma is 
hoping to make a lot of money 

Thanks to family and friends, 
who organised almost the entire 
wedding, Paul and Emma finally 
tied the knot on December 15. 
Given the use of staff and rooms 
at Ely’s King’s School for free, 
after headmistress Sue Freestone, 
who has herself battled cancer, 
heard about their plight, the 
Robinsons say it was “the best day 
ever”. 

Two months later scans showed 
Paul’s tumour had not advanced 
so they were able to go on 
honeymoon. 

“I have good days and bad 
days,” says Paul. “At the moment 
they are about 50/50. Some days I 
feel completely lethargic. Other 
times the cancer can fire off a 
particle and, just like that, I’ll be 
sick. And sometimes, like now, I 
feel really good: to see me today 
you probably wouldn’t think there 
was anything wrong with me. 
That’s what you have to focus on - 
you have to stay positive.”

Owner must restore 
site to former glory 


CONCRETE roads, ditches 
and mooring points must 
all be removed from an Ely 
beauty spot or its owner 
will face a £20,000 fine. 

That is the ultimatum laid 
down by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council to Roswell Pits 
owner Jeremy Tyrrell. 

Council officers issued an 
enforcement notice demanding 
the removal of all traces of work 
recently undertaken at the site 
near Prickwillow Road. 

These include concrete roads 
laid to allow vehicle access and 
all installed services, such as 
electricity, gas, water and CCTV 

The notice comes into effect on 
May 19 and requires all remedial 
work to be done within four 
months. 

Failure to comply could see Mr 
Tyrrell hit with a £20,000 fine. 
The council also has the right to 
carry out the work and then 
pursue him for the cost. 

Liz Hunter, vice-chairman of 
the Local Campaign for the 
Protection of Rural Ely, which

has fought Mr Tyrrell’s plans for 
a marina on the site, was pleased 
by the news. 

She said: “We are hoping this 
will mean an end to the dev¬ 
elopment at Roswell Pits and Mr 
Tyrrell will put back what he has 
removed. 

“This work has destroyed the 
edge of the pit which was once 
densely wooded. 

“It was heartbreaking to see 
this luscious greenery reduced 
to compacted soil with a trench 
running through it. 

“People have been devastated 
by what has happened here, so 
anything to return this area to 
how it was previously will be 
welcomed.” 

Giles Hughes, the council’s 
head of planning and economic 
development, said: “We have 
consistently been told a planning 
application to resolve these 
matters would be submitted, but 
this has not been the case. 


“Given the nature of the work 
over recent weeks, we have been 
left with no other option than to 
take enforcement action. 

“The pits have become a 
complex series of issues inclu¬ 
ding concerns over wildlife 
protection, the Site of Special 
Scientific Interest, and what 
constitutes development. 

“What further complicates 
matters is no one authority or 
agency has the powers to cover 
all these issues. 

“We have done all we can to 
find solutions to the various 
concerns over work at the site. 

“Taking enforcement action is 
never an easy step as in all 
investigations we need real 
evidence which we are confident 
will stand up in court before we 
can move forward. 

“In this case, we believe we 
have a robust case which will be 
effective in taking action on the 
work which has taken place so 
far down at the pits.” 

Mr Tyrrell was not available 
for comment.

ELY’S Jobcentre Plus 
has reopened eight 
months after it was 
severely damaged in 
an arson attack. 

The closure of the 
Market Street premises 
has caused major incon¬ 
venience for hundreds of 
jobseekers in Ely, who have 
had to travel to Cambridge 
for interviews. 

It has also cost taxpayers 
thousands of pounds in 
extra travel expenses after 
the arson attack on July 30 
last year. 

Staff have been pro¬ 
viding services from temp¬ 
orary offices in Hereward 
Housing, on St Mary’s 
Street, but appointments 
for new job-seekers and 
follow-up interviews have 
taken place at offices in 
Cambridge’s Chesterton 
Road. 

Tina Ellis, district 
manager for Jobcentre 
Plus in Cambridgeshire, 
said: “It’s fantastic news 
that Ely is once more open 
for business. 

“We are really excited to 
be reopening in our new 
refurbished premises and 
we would particularly like 
to thank our partners and 
customers for supporting 
us through this period.” 

She added: “Customers 
will be able to make new 
claims to benefit and also 
look for jobs using Job- 
points, touch screen ter¬ 
minals which can search 
the local area for 
vacancies.”

Her husband, Stephen, of 
Christopher Tye Close, Ely, 
said: “We don’t have a car, 
so my wife would have 
needed to travel to Ely 
with our baby daughter for 
a 10-minute interview. 

“It was the height of 
summer, so it would have 
been a long journey on a 
sweltering hot bus for a 
very short interview. 

“My father eventually 
took her to Cambridge, but 
I imagine many people 
have had to make this 
journey. 

“Fortunately, Joanne 
found a job quickly, so it 
didn’t affect us too much, 
but it seemed a very 
strange way of doing 
things, especially when 
you have perfectly good 
meeting rooms in Ely 
library.”

The arson attack saw the 
job centre broken into and 
a fire kindled in rubbish 
laid against the front door. 

Firefighters were called 
to the scene on July 30 at 
3.20am, with four crews 
battling for two hours to 
bring the blaze under 
control and stop it spread¬ 
ing to neighbouring build¬ 
ings.

Teacher has a mountain to climb for charity

A TEACHER from Ely is 
taking classical music to 
new heights by playing his 
cello on top of Britain’s 
highest mountains. 

James Rees, a religious 
studies teacher at King’s 
School, Ely, is one of the 
three Extreme Cellists who 
will scale Ben Nevis, 
Scarfell Pike, Snowdon 
and Carantouhill in Ireland 
with his cello in July. 

The musicians will play a 
concert on each of the 
four mountains to raise 
money for Mountain 
Rescue and Aspire, a 
charity for people with 
spinal injuries. 

James and his friends, 
Jeremy Dawson and Clare 
Wallace, have raised more 
than £10,000 for good 
causes over the past five 
years by playing in 
unusual places, including 
on the roof of all 42 
Anglican cathedrals in 
England in the space of 12 
days in 2006. 

But he believes this is their 
biggest challenge to date. 
He said: “It’s going to be 
quite hard getting up there 
with our cellos, but it’s 
even trickier getting down. 
“We have been practising 
on smaller hills and the 
descent is much harder 
than the climb. 

“We are going to do the 
four peaks in 10 days, 
climbing each mountain in 
a day. 

“However, we needed to 
give ourselves some 


breathing space due to the 
weather. If it’s raining, it 
makes it very hard to play 
because your fingers slide 
and you can’t grip the 
bow. It also damages the 
instruments. 

“But we have an 
emergency shelter, so we 
can play inside that if it 
comes to the worst.” 
James and his wife Zoe 
moved to Ely in 
September last year after 
he fell in love with the city 
while playing on top of the 
cathedral during his 
rooftop tour in 2006. 

But the city has its 
drawbacks when it comes 
to training for the big 
event. 

James said: “Moving to 
East Anglia has presented 
me with one big 
challenge - there are no 
hills to climb with my cello 
on my back. 

“Cherry Hill, next to the 
King’s School, is the best 
there is and at least I have 
a wonderful view of the 
cathedral to inspire me as 
I plod up and down.” 

Like his fellow cellists, 
James was born and bred 
in Sheffield. He has been 
playing cello since the age 
of eight.

“looking good” for the event, 
which will feature five arenas 
and a large outdoor stage. 

He said: “It has gone down 
very well. We had a licence 
from the council, support from 
the police, health and safety 
advisors and have organised 
security, so people know this 
will be a safe and well-run 
event.” 

Mike Fox, a member of 
Stuntney Village Council, said 
there were no concerns among 
villagers about the event. 

He said: “The only initial 
worries were about house 
security, even though the event 
is taking place a mile outside 
the village. 

“However, we have been 
assured there will be a police 
presence in the village for the 
duration of the festival, so 


people are happy.” 

A Facebook group for the 
event now has more than 880 
members, with many more 
ticket holders posting enthus¬ 
iastic messages on Myspace 
and Bebo sites. 

A licence granted by the East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council allowed a maximum of 
14,999 people for the site. 

However, organisers are 
aiming at about 10,000 ticket 
sales, not wanting to push to 
maximum capacity for the 
event’s first year.

Photo prompts revelation 


A TRAGIC story of an Ely family 
has emerged after the Weekly 
News published a picture of a 
young Second World War 
soldier. 

The photo of Sergeant Harry 
Taylor relaxing on a riverboat 
on the Ouse in ELy was 
dropped into the News’s office 
by an anonymous reader, who 
was keen to reunite it with his 
family. 

It prompted a childhood friend 
to contact us to explain what 
happened to Sgt Taylor, who 
lived in St John’s Road, Ely. 


Charles Oakey, 86, from Ely, 
explained how Sgt Taylor had 
been killed in an aircraft 
accident in Greece towards the 
end of the war while serving 
with the Royal Suffolk 
Regiment. 

Mr Oakey, who himself served 
in the Cambridgeshire 
Regiment and Royal Artillery, 
said: “I remember Harry was a 
few years older than me, but 
we both went to the 
Needham’s School [now City of 
Ely Community College]. 

“He was also a member of the

St John’s Ambulance brigade 
and grew up in Ely. 

“His father was very friendly 
with my father, Sgt John 
Oakey, as they had served 
together during the First World 
War. Our mothers were also 
friends. 

“Harry’s father was killed in that 
war and Harry died in Greece 
when he was on board a 
Blenheim aircraft that went 
down in Greece. 

“He is buried there and he was 
an only child, so I don’t think he 
has any family left in Ely.”

‘Simple’ four-lane solution 


Sir, I am bemused by the comments made 
regarding the southern by-pass. 

On the one hand, the traffic jams on angel 
Drove are so bad that they justify a £27m 
spend - but on the other hand the traffic 
noise from the new road will not cause a 
problem because: A. the traffic will 
observe the 40mph limit and B. there 
won’t be that much traffic. 

If B is true, is this by-pass actually 
needed? 

If A is correct, it will be a miracle - they 
certainly don’t observe the 20mph limit 
locally and there are little in the way of 
speed checks around the city. 


The answers to the problems on Angel 
Drove are simple. Tesco’s car park is never 
more than about 70 per cent full, there is a 
huge grass verge around the perimeter 
that is presumably council-owned. 

With the change of hands of the land 
opposite the council has the opportunity 
to widen the road to accommodate four 
lanes of traffic. 

Because the main problem is caused by 
lorries held up on the crossing there can 
be three lanes - one for cars heading for 
the tunnel, one for lorries that can be 
“stacked” at the crossing and one for 
traffic heading for the city centre. Simple. 


This would be of minimal cost to 
taxpayers and there’s be enough in the 
budget for a pedestrian walkway to boot. 
Common sense really, but that’s what 
appears to be lacking in many council 
decisions. 

Incidentally, you do get traffic noise that 
travels a considerable distance from a 
two-lane by-pass and this would amplify 
were the road to be of the height needed 
to fly over the overhead railway lines, and 
what a blot on the landscape!

Sir, I was at Reach on

But there is a simpler question 
which people could consider, 
especially those who were 
unable to attend the inquiry and 
who cannot access the full plans 
and arguments: 

All private development 
companies need to make a 
profit; to grow, to employ people, 
to stay in business. There are 
development companies out 


there, I believe, who work 
harmoniously with communities 
and councils, within planning 
guidance, to provide much 
needed homes as well as 
making a profit. There are other 
development companies who 
seek to make a profit and 
attempt to do so without 
considering the nuisance factors 
of local planning, democracy, 
community welfare and road 
safety, etc, etc. 

Given the commercial pressures 
on Multiplex after the Wembley 
fiasco; given the opposition to 
Mereham of all those who make 
and enforce local and regional 
planning policy; given that 
Multiplex do not plan to place a 
single brick on top of another but 
to subcontract all of the 
proposed development (under a 
‘design plan’ which will be 
expensive to adhere to) to 
multiple developers thus 
generating their profit as quickly 
as possible; given just this 
information.... 

Is there a single person out there 
who can believe that this 
developer, in this location has 
any interest in the wellbeing and 
future prosperity of the 
inhabitants of Ely and the wider 
area? 

We should all be optimistic about 
the future of Ely but that 
optimism is likely to be short¬ 
lived if Mereham is railroaded 
through by central government in 
order to improve their national 
statistics.

Parkinson’s patient gets 
ready to head for the hills 


A FEARLESS 55 year old with 
Parkinson’s Disease will complete 
a gruelling mountain challenge to 
raise for £2,000 for others hit by 
the condition. 

Derek Dawson, a petrol forecourt 
assistant at Witcham Tolll, is 
making the 50km hike through the 
Sierra Nevada mountains of Spain 
in June to raise money for the 
Parkinson’s Disease Society. 

Mr Dawson, who lives in Little 
Downham, near Ely, was 
diagnosed with the illness three 
years ago and has increasingly 
started to feel its effects. 

He said: “I want to do something 
for others with Parkinson’s while I 
am still fit enough. 

“I’ve always enjoyed walking and 
thought this would be a good way 
to raise some money for the 
Parkinson’s Disease Society, who 
do some tremendous work. 
“Parkinson’s affects your stamina, 
balance and coordination, so the 
trek will be tough, especially as 


we will be walking eight hours a 
day and climbing and descending 
1,000m each day.” 

Mr Dawson will be accompanied 
on the trek by his wife Barbara, 
46, who has started training with 
him to prepare for the mountain 
climbs. 

The couple aims to raise the 
money through sponsorship and 
donations from family, friends, 
neighbours and businesses. 

The money raised will go towards 
vitally needed research by the 
society, which spent £4.2 million 
on research in 2007. 

There is currently no cure for 
Parkinson’s disease and as the 
cause of the condition is still 
unknown, research into the 
disease is extremely important.

Hundreds sign up 
to save post offices 


SHOPPERS have rallied 
behind the Save Our Post 
Offices campaign, with 
840 people signing the 
petition in just one day. 

The phenomenal support for 
the campaign launched by our 
sister paper, the Cambridge 
News, came at Ely market, 
where people clamoured to 
sign the petition to protect post 
offices in Mid-Anglia. 

In the first week of the cam¬ 
paign more than 1,000 readers 
signed the petition. 

The latest signatures were 
collected by the Say No to 
Mereham Group, who also 
collected 500 signatures 
against plans for a new town of 
8,000 homes near Stretham. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who rep¬ 
resents Haddenham on Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, 
said: “Our opposition to 
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Mereham was always based on 
the desire to maintain a 
traditional way of life and 
protect rural communities. 

“The campaign by the News 
is a natural bedfellow regard¬ 
ing post office closures being a 
massive attack on our 
communities. 

“People were very keen to 
sign up against these closures. 

“It is a national disgrace 
these small businesses, which 
do a tremendous job for our 
communities, should be under 
threat in this way.” 

Cllr Gareth Wilson, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire’s Liberal 
Democrats, said: “There are 
many elderly and disadvant¬ 
aged people in our villages, 
who do not have access to cars 


and need to collect or cash 
their pension at the local post 
office. 

“Why are the social needs of 
these people and their helpers 
no longer considered impor¬ 
tant by this Government?” 

The campaign aims to save 
post offices in mid-Anglia 
where there is a demonstrable 
need for them to be retained 
and to get the Government to 
provide financial support to 
ensure post offices remain open 
in villages and small towns. 

Cambridgeshire post offices 
will learn their fate in July but 
there is speculation that as 
many as 70 may be marked for 
closure.

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Unelected quangos could 
‘drive through’ Mereham 


UNELECTED new 
planning quangos 
could see many more 
new towns like 
Mereham springing 
up in Cambridgeshire. 

That is the warning from 
anti-Mereham campaigners 
who believe the Govern¬ 
ment’s bid for a series of 
new planning agencies 
would be disastrous for 
Cambridgeshire. 

They claim the new 
Homes and Communities 
Agency will strip people of 
their say in the planning 
process as the unelected 
body will have powers to 
seize land and act as its own 
planning authority 

The agency will begin 
operating in April 2009 and 
will lead the Government’s 
push for 3,000,000 new homes 
in the UK by 2020, including 
47,500 in Cambridgeshire. 

A new Infrastructure 
Planning Commission will 
also take control of plan¬ 
ning permissions for large 
developments, such air¬ 
ports, power stations, 
motorways, sewage plants 
and hazardous landfill sites. 

Dr Alan James, a leading 
opponent of the proposed 
5,100-home Mereham devel¬ 
opment, said: “The obvious 
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concern is these quangos 
will be used to drive through 
totally ridiculous plans like 
Mereham which nobody 
wants, which will 
irreparably damage the 
countryside. 

“This is Gordon Brown's 
most serious attempt to 
negate democracy by hiving 
off planning to these 
unelected quangos, which 
appear to have more power 
than the Government itself 
currently has. 

“Local councils and 
elected MPs will have 
absolutely no say on the 
appointments of any of 
these quangocrats either, so 
they will not be accountable 
to local people.” 

More than 8,800 people 
have now signed a petition 
against the plans for 
Mereham, a new town near 
Stretham, which opponents 
claim will cause total 
gridlock on the already- 
congested A10. 

Planning inspector 
Richard Ogier will deliver 
his recommendations to 
Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government Hazel Blears 
later this month, who is due

film series, Somewhere to Live, as part 
of consultation on new gypsy and 
traveller sites in their areas. 

The films tackle controversial views 
up-front and give an insight into gypsy 
and traveller lifestyles. 

The East of England is the first 
region to launch its film as part of its 
public consultation, which recom¬ 
mends 1,187 more gypsy and traveller 
caravan pitches by 2011. 

Cllr John Reynolds, the assembly’s 
chairman, said: “The film brings a 
human angle to the difficult and 
controversial issue of planning for 
gypsies and travellers. 

“This is a unique way of informing 
the public, including hard-to-reach 
groups, as assemblies develop policies 
on addressing the shortage of legal 
stopping places for gypsies and tra¬ 
vellers. 

“It is important to improve access to 
services and facilities that most take 
for granted.”

Big grant 
to boost 
playtime

Gareth Goodier, chief 
executive of Cambridge 
University Hospitals NHS 
Trust, has written a 
“strongly-worded” letter 
to Cambridgeshire Coun¬ 
ty Council opposing init¬ 
ial plans which include 
the hospital in the 
charging zone. 

That could mean patients, 
visitors and staff arriving 
between 7.30am and 9.30am 
being hit by a daily charge 
of between £3 and £5 - on 
top of parking fees at the 
hospital which can cost 
visitors up to £15. 

Mr Goodier has warned 
Brian Smith, the council’s 
deputy chief executive of 
environment and commun¬ 
ity services, that the charge 


would be “prohibitively 
expensive” for patients 
undergoing chemotherapy 
and dialysis - treatments 
which require regular visits 
to hospital. 

Mr Goodier told our sister 
paper, the News, that his 
letter expressed the worries 
of staff, patients and 
visitors. He said: “The 
overwhelming feedback 


we’ve received opposes the 
proposal and calls for the 
hospital to be outside the 
congestion charging zone.” 

Dr Mary Archer, 
chairman of the trust, told a 
recent governors’ meeting 
that the letter to Mr Smith 
had been “strongly- 
worded”. 

She said: “It makes no 
sense for patients, at the 


very least, to fall within the 
congestion charge zone.” 

The council recently 
completed a public consult¬ 
ation on the proposals, 
aimed at reducing conges¬ 
tion in conjunction with 
improvements in public 
transport. It says no final 
decisions have been made. 

Mr Goodier said he 
recognises the need to 


address congestion in 
Cambridge, but added: 
“Patients and staff often 
cannot choose when to 
travel to hospital and it 
would be unrealistic, and 
clinically impossible, to 
adjust our operating hours 
to accommodate a congest¬ 
ion charge. 

“Many patients undergo a 
series of treatments, like 
chemotherapy and dialysis, 
and have to make frequent, 
unavoidable trips to 
hospital. The charge would 
be prohibitively expensive 
for this group of patients.” 

Councillor Geoff Heath- 
cock, who represents Queen 
Edith’s and is Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrat spokesman for health 
on Cambridgeshire County 
Council, believes the 
hospital should not be in the 
zone. 

He said: “There is no 
justice in a situation where 
people having a rough time 
are given more things to 
worry about.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “The views of 
Addenbrooke’s, together 
with all the results from this 
consultation, will be taken 
into consideration.”

Drivers still using mobiles 
at wheel and flouting law

A 12-DAY crackdown 
by police snared a 
shocking 200 moto¬ 
rists using a mobile 
phone while driving. 

The alarming figure 
points to a huge increase 
in the number of drivers 
flouting the law, which has 
already been toughened. 

Taken over a year as an 
average it would mean 
that more than 6,000 
people could be putting 
lives in danger on the 
roads in Cambridgeshire. 

Last year officers caught 
more than 2,000 people 
flouting the law behind 
the wheel. 

The action was part of 
work to crack down on 
those who continue to 
ignore the laws in relation 
to mobile phones. 

Officers used unmarked 
cars and police motor¬ 
bikes to target people 
breaking the law. 

Last month officers 
conducting plain vehicle 
and marked motorbike

patrols across the county 
caught 210 motorists using 
a hand-held mobile phone 
while driving. 

Sergeant Robin Marshall 
said: “It is disappointing to 
catch so many motorists 
breaking the law in such a 
small space of time. 

“It only takes a few 
seconds distraction from a 
mobile to cause a collision, 
which can have fatal 
consequences.” 

Road safety officer Pc 
Tony Barrios added: “Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary 


takes these offences ext¬ 
remely seriously and will 
continue with our robust 
enforcement of the law. 
Roads can be a dangerous 
place when the law is not 
respected and adhered to. 

“If we are to reduce the 
number of fatalities and 
casualties on the county’s 
roads it is vital people 
comply with the law.” 

The alarming figures 
come days after a lorry 
driver who was distracted 
while using a hands-free 
mobile phone when he 


killed a cyclist escaped 
with a driving ban. 

Road safety campaigners 
are outraged after Robert 
Field, 54, was handed a 12- 
month ban. He was found 
guilty of driving without 
due care and attention at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court last Wednesday. 

Impington grandmother 
and librarian Mary Scott, 
60, died “instantly” when 
her bicycle was struck by 
Field’s lorry. 

Last year, 2,010 people 
were caught using a hand¬ 


held mobile phone while 
driving. 

Since February 2007, 
motorists caught using a 
hand-held mobile phone 
while driving received a 
£60 fine and three points 
on their licence. 

During the operation a 
number of other offences 
were identified, including 
17 motorists caught 
speeding, seven vehicles 
found to have no MOT and 
37 people were caught not 
wearing a seatbelt.”

Volunteers snap up 
speed camera scheme 


VILLAGERS are being 
armed with “community 
speed cameras” - the 
latest weapons in the 
war against Cambridge¬ 
shire’s speeding motor¬ 
ists. 

Hand-held devices are to be 
distributed across the county, 
enabling residents to take 
direct action against speeding 
vehicles for the first time. 

People will use the guns to 
log speeds and then note down 
registration numbers with 
information being passed on to 
the police. 

A three-month pilot of 
Speedwatch has already 
started in Soham and nearby 
villages, and a county-wide 
scheme will be rolled out from 
the end of May. 

Inspector Alan Savill, who 
set up the pilot project, said: 
“This is a great opportunity 
for the community to get 
involved in the policing of 
their roads.

“This initiative is about 
reducing speed on the dis¬ 
trict’s roads and empowering 
communities to influence the 
speed of vehicles and promote 
good driver behaviour.” 

The county-wide Speedwatch 
scheme will cost around 
£110,000 over the next three 
years and will see cameras 
handed out to residents in 
Cambridgeshire’s worst 
speeding hotspots. 

Matt Deacon, road safety 
partnership co-ordinator for 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil, said: “I get very frustrated 
seeing vehicles speeding 
through my village and I know 
other people feel the same. 

“This will give people the 
chance to do something about 
it. 

“The scheme will focus on 
the places where we know 
there is a problem with 
speeding and we’ve had lots of 


people expressing an interest 
in using the camera from all 
across Cambridgeshire.” 

The Government-funded 
scheme will see the appoint¬ 
ment of a Speedwatch co¬ 
ordinator, while £38,000 has 
already been spent on 10 hand¬ 
held cameras. 

Chairman of the Soham and 
East Neighbourhood Panel 
Derrick Beckett, was delighted 
to see the start of the scheme, 
which started on Tuesday in 
Soham, Chippenham, Wick¬ 
ham, Fordham, Isleham, 
Kennett and Snailwell. 

He said: “I am delighted to 
see the development of the 
Speedwatch initiative, which 
was prompted by residents 
concerns voiced at the 
neighbourhood panel. 

“This is a testament to the 
commitment of parish coun¬ 
cils in demanding a response 
to a critical issue, and an 
excellent example of the 
agencies working with the 
community they serve.”

YOUR GUIDE TO 
MOVING HOME

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—, Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

I Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ u Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

THE current range of 
Aston Martins share an 
analogous design language 
and that’s a very good thing 
- because as a result any 
one of them could claim to 
be the world’s most 
beautiful car. 

Whether it’s a V8 Vantage 
Coupe, DB9 or DBS, there is little 
to be found on the road that conies 
close to matching their under¬ 
stated yet intense visual impact. 

However, having taken the time 
to convert the Vantage Coupe into 
the Roadster, those clever chaps at

Gaydon have created a car with 
the potential to stop children in 
their tracks and turn adults into 
drooling zombies. And that’s 
before it gets moving, whereupon 
it makes a noise so beguiling that 
it feels as if your heartstrings are 
physically attached to the throttle. 

Topless cars invariably weigh 
more than their coupe siblings, 
and the Vantage Roadster is no 
exception, although a gain of 80kg 
is relatively minimal. At 1,710kg 
(amazingly a Jaguar XKR Con¬ 
vertible is almost exactly the same 
at 1,715kg) the Roadster is not 
exactly anorexic, but then the V8 
engine sitting well behind the 
front axle does its best to compen¬ 
sate. And what an engine. You 
know you’re in for a treat when 
you push the trademark glass 
starter button and eight cylinders 
answer with a rush of revs and a 
gorgeous bark from the exhaust 
system. But find the space to 
accelerate and at just over 
4,000rpm the engine’s rather 
refined character transforms, as if 
by magic (but actually thanks to a 
bypass valve), into something you 
would expect straight out of a 
NASCAR racer. It is utterly 


addictive and encourages you to 
keep the engine spinning faster 
than is absolutely necessary, just 
for another aural treat. 

It is fitting then that you also 
have to work the engine to get the 
best out of it, as both power and 
torque levels peak in the sky - 
maximum torque arrives at an 
unusually high 5,000rpm, while 
maximum power finally 
gatecrashes proceedings at a 
stratospheric 7,000rpm. In a world 
where most self-respecting V8s 
have at least 400bhp - Jag’s XKR 
gets 420bhp - the Aston is perhaps 
a teensy bit wanting, but winning 
Top Trumps is not what it’s all 
about. For a British sports car to 
gain proper recognition it needs 
to handle, and that’s where 
Aston’s baby really scores. 

For a soft top the body is 
exceptionally rigid with no judder 


or shake to speak of, and this, 
combined with fully independent 
double wishbone suspension, 
translates into excellent handling. 
The chassis provides massive 
traction, no doubt helped by rear 
wheels that are 27.5cm wide, and 
despite absorbing bumps well, the 
Roadster is remarkably roll-free 
under hard cornering. There are 
no nasty rear-wheel-drive 
surprises either. This car has been 
set up to take care of those who 
prefer posing hard to driving 
hard, and will safely understeer if 
your nerve manages to overcome 
the Roadster’s substantial 
reserves of grip. 

BASICALLY... 

The Vantage Roadster is a car that 
goes as well as it looks.

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PCSO Skoda Fabia is 
delight for Downham 


“IT started when Inspector 
Gallop - who I went to school 
with, incidentally - was based 
at Ely, he rang up to ask if he 
could come and talk to us about 
PCSO cars,” says Stuart 
Pawsey, general manager at 
ALS Lock in Little Downham, 
writes Mike Scialom. 

“We all know the reasons why the 
PCSO car is a good idea,” he continues. 
“Firstly it means there’s more police 
cars on the streets which means, 
secondly, there’s more deterrence 
against crime and thirdly, it’s good for 
us promotionally.” 

The PCSO network - it stands for 
“Police Community Support Officer” - 
is an extra level of policing which 
began in Cambridgeshire in 2003. The 
network - there are 17 PCSOs in east 
Cambs - often has to share cars, 
according to PCSO Julie Collins, who 
works on the Downham/Ely beat. 

“I work with schools, the elderly, 
taking statements and other 
requirements,” explains Julie. “When I 
first came on board the PCSO car was 
sponsored by the Rotary Club. Since 
the sponsorship was taken on by ALS 
Lock the scheme has worked 
fantastically. If we didn’t have this 
vehicle it would be difficult to get out 
to my beat, and engaging with the 
community is a vital part of what I do, 
and I’m working in areas where public 
transport is very limited.” 

The sponsorship works by raising 
funds from local businesses. Four local 
firms - The Co-Op, Murfitts, Halls and 
the Leisure Centre - in the Downham 
area sponsor Julie’s car, paying a 
modest monthly fee and making an 
annual commitment. The scheme is 
currently the only one of its kind in 
the land, and the hope is that not only 
will the Downham vehicle remain on 
the road for some time to come, but 
also that other communities will see 
the benefits and opt in. Details of the 
four firms are available in the panel on 
the right. 

Stuart is keen to point out that the 
Skoda dealership doesn’t view the 
arrangement as a commercial 
opportunity - it’s an opportunity to 
make our streets safer. “They’ve got 
the car, they do the servicing, we’re 
just the intermediaries, we take the 
costs of providing the car and divide it 
up by the number of advertisers. If the 
sponsors say they’re happy at the end 


of the year we’ll carry on and if not 
we’ll look for additional sponsors. 

“When the Rotary Club pulled out 
last year I asked the firm’s owners, 
Tony and Linda Summersgill, about 
the situation and they suggested the 
sponsorship move. We spoke to the 
Rotary Club and they said fine, can 
you sort it out so we spoke to a few 
people including Murfitt’s and that’s 
how the ball got rolling.” 

For businesses, it’s a winning 
equation. They sponsor a police car, 
the streets are safer, more people want 
to go to the area and their business 
benefits, whether directly or indirectly. 

The ALS Lock-driven arrangement 
is the only such sponsorship deal in 
the region, and has enormous 
potential both locally and nationally. 
Sponsoring a PCSO car has a direct 
effect on the well-being of local 
communities, and it isn’t fanciful to 
consider that such schemes could have 
a significant part to play in making the 
region’s streets safer.
